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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL.

Sir, 


I have the honour to submit the Forty-ninth Annual Report 
regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages in Scotland. In it there are 
given details of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered in Scotland 
during the year ending 3lst December 1908. I also submit the Thirty- 
ninth Annual Report on Vaccination, in which is contained information 
relating to the administration of the Vaccination (Scotland) Act, 1868, 
more particularly regarding the vaccination of children born in Scotland 
during the year ending 31st December 1902. 


POPULATION. 


The population of Scotland at the middle of the year 1903 is estimated 
to be 4,579,223—the males numbering 2,229,414, the females 2,349,809. 
The corresponding figures for 1902 were 4,531,299, 2,204,503, and 
2,326,796. The increase of estimate—namely, 24,911 males and 23,013 
females, in all, 47,924—is based on the average annual increase between 
the Census of 1891 and that of 1901. Excess of births over deaths during 
1903 amounted to 57,526. The difference between that figure and the 
estimated increase, namely 9602, may be taken as the probable effect on 
the population of emigration and immigration. 

Of the total population, 2,028,355, or 44°29 per cent., are in the 
Principal Town districts; 594,745, or 12°99 per cent., in the Large Town 
districts; 920,460, or 20°10 per cent., in the Small Town districts; 920,455, 
or 20°10 per cent., in the Mainland-Rural districts ; and 115,208, or 2°52 
per cent., in the Insular-Rural districts. 


BIRTHS. 


The births of 133,499 living children were registered during the year 
1903. This is equivalent to a birth-rate of 29°2 per thousand of the 
estimated population, and is the same as the birth-rate for the year 1902, 
and is smaller than that for all other preceding years. 

Of the 133,499 births, 68,074 were males and 65,425 were females, 
which is equivalent to 104 male births to 100 female births. The male 
birth-rate per thousand of the estimated male population amounts to 
30°5; the female birth-rate per thousand of the estimated female popula- 
tion amounts to 27°8. 

The birth-rate in the Principal Town districts amounted to 30:6 per 
thousand of the estimated population, in the Large Town districts to 31:3. 
per thousand, in the Small Town districts to 29:2, in the Mainland-Rural 
districts to 25:5, and in the Insular-Rural districts to 21°5. The birth-rate 
has thus, as usual, been highest in the Large Town districts, and smallest 
in the Insular-Rural districts. Of the total ' births, 62,025, or 46°5 per 
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cent., were in the Principal Town districts ; 18,627, or 13:9 per cent., in the 
Large Town districts; 26,903, or 20:1 per cent., in the Small Town 
districts; 23,464, or 17°6 per cent., in the Mainland-Rural districts; and 
2480, or 1-9 per cent., in the Insular-Kural districts. 

Of the 133,499 births, 8183, or 6°13 per cent. of the total births, were 
registered as illegitimate. This is the smallest rate of illegitimate births 
recorded by this Office. The rate, as may be seen in Table I., appeared to 
increase from 7°88 in 1855 to 10°27 in 1866, but that increase may have 
been more apparent than real, possibly being partly due to more perfect 
registration at the latter date. Since the maximum in 1866 was reached

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The illegitimate birth-rates were in the different districts and in order 
of magnitude thus:—Mainland-Rural districts 8:3, Principal Town districts 
6:0, Small Town districts 5°6, Insular-Rural districts 5:2, and Large Town 
districts 4°6. Compared to those of last year, these rates in the Mainland- 
Rural and Principal Town districts are the same, in the Small Town districts 
increased, and in the Insular-Rural and Large Town districts diminished. 

The frequency of illegitimate births in the eight geographical divisions 
and in the thirty-three counties of Scotland is to be seen in Table VI. It 
will there be noticed that in the eight divisions illegitimacy is most 
frequent in the North-Eastern and Southern, and least frequent in the West- 
Midland. In this respect the returns of this year are similar to those of 
1902. Of the counties, illegitimacy was most frequent in Elgin and 
Wigtown, and least frequent in Shetland. In six counties the rate of 
illegitimacy exceeded 10 per cent., namely in Elgin 12:7, Wigtown 12:3, 
Banff 11:7, Aberdeen 11:0, Kirkcudbright 10°9, and Roxburgh 10:5. In 
four counties the rate was less than 4 per cent., namely in Sutherland, 
where it was 3°9; in Ross and Cromarty, where it was also 3°9; in ° 
Dumbarton, where it was 3°6; and in Shetland, where it was 1°5.

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The average daily number of births for the year was 366 (see Table 
XIV.). The months in which the daily average was greater were—June 
(415), May (892), April (892), and July (876); those in which the daily 
average was less than 366 were—November (831), August (346), February 
(347), September (351), October (355), January (859), December (360), and 
March (863). 


DEATHS. 


During the year 1903, 75,973 deaths were registered in Scotland, 
which is equivalent to an annual mortality of 16°59 per thousand. The 
actual number is less than in any year since 1896, and the mortality-rate 
is the smallest recorded since the opening of this Office, now nearly fifty 
years. Compared to the previous year, 1902, the actual number of deaths 
shows a diminution of 1973, and the mortality per thousand one of 0°61. 

The rate of mortality, as is usual, was highest in the Principal Town 
districts, where it was 17°7, and smallest in the Mainland-Rural districts, 
where it was 15:2. In the Large Town districts it was 16°6, in the Small 
Town districts 15:7, and in the Insular-Rural districts 16:0. Compared to 
the previous year, the mortality in the Principal Town districts shows a

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decrease of 0°8, or 4°3 per cent.; that of the Large Town districts of 0°8, or 
46 per cent.; that of the Small Town districts 0°2, or 1:3 per cent.; that 
of the Mainland-Rural 0°38, or 1:9 per cent.; and that of the Insular-Rural 
1:0, or 5°9 per cent. 

Of the total deaths, 35,856, or 47°20 per cent., were registered in the 
Principal Town districts; 9854, or 12°97 per cent., in the Large Town 
districts; 14,457, or 19:03 per cent., in the Small Town districts; 13,960, 
or 18°37 per cent., in the Mainland-Rural districts; and 1846, or 2°43 per 
cent., in the Insular-Rural districts. 

The greatest mortality was registered in the first quarter of the year, 
when it amounted to 18°5, and the least mortality was in the third quarter, 
namely 14:4. In the second and fourth quarters it was intermediate, 
namely 16:7 and 16:8 respectively. 

The daily average number of deaths for the entire year was 208. In 
January (261), December (241), February (219), March (216), April (215), 
and June (209) the daily average number of deaths was more than the 
mean; while in August (176), September (182), July (184), October (190), 
November (202), and May (203) the daily average of deaths was less than 
the mean. 

Of the total deaths, 38,148 were males and 37,825 females. The 
mortality of males per thousand living males was 17°1, and of females 16:1. 
The death-rate of the male population was highest in the Principal Town 
districts, where it was 18°5, and smallest in the Mainland-Rural districts, 
where it was 153. The death-rate of the female population was also 
highest in the Principal Town districts, 16°9, and lowest in the Mainland- 
Rural districts, 15:0. 


MARRIAGES. 


During the year 1903, 32,320 marriages were registered in Scotland, 
which is equivalent to a marriage-rate of 7:06 per thousand of the popula- 
tion—a rate very nearly the same as for the previous year. Of the total 
marriages, 17,252, or 53°4 per cent., were in the Principal Town districts ; 
4315, or 138°4 per cent., in the Large Town districts; 5791, or 17:9 per 
cent., in the Small Town districts; 4595, or 14°2 per cent., in the Mainland- 
Rural districts; and 367, or 1:1 per cent., in the Insular-Rural districts. 

The marriage-rate was greater than the mean marriage-rate for 
Scotland in the Principal Town districts, where it was 8°5 per thousand, 
and in the Large Town districts, where it was 7°3 per thousand. It was 
less than the mean in Insular-Rural (3:2), Mainland-Rural (5:0), and Small 
Town Districts (6°3). 


KIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTI-AND. 


The following remarks refer to the births, deaths, ana marriages in 
eight of the principal towns, viz.:—Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aber- 
deen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth. The information upon which 
these statements are based is compiled from the returns furnished 
periodically by the registrars of the registration districts of these towns. 
Corresponding information for the remaining districts of the country is not 
yet available, but when procured will be incorporated in the Annual 
Detailed Report for the year. As fully 37 per cent. of the population live 
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in these towns, and as fully 37 per cent. of the births and 40 per cent. of 
the deaths occur in these towns, it may be assumed that the conditions 
observed in them fairly accurately indicate those of Scotland. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


During 1903 in these towns, with their combined population of 
1,702,912, the births of 50,697 living children were registered. This is 
equivalent to an annual birth-rate of 29:8 per thousand, which is 
practically the same as the birth-rates of 1902 and 1901. From 1856 to

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1884 the birth-rate exceeded 35, from 1885 to 1900 it was between 30 and 
30, and since 1901 it has been below 30. 

The highest birth-rate was registered in Glasgow, where it amounted to 
31:9, and the lowest in Perth, 24°4. In the other towns it was as follows : 
—Aberdeen, 31; Paisley and Leith, 29:9; Greenock, 29°5; Dundee, 29-2 ; 
and Edinburgh, 24°8. Compared to the previous year, Dundee, Aberdeen, 
and Perth show an increased birth-rate, while Edinburgh, Paisley, Leith, 
and Greenock show a decreased birth-rate. The birth-rate of Glasgow 
shows no change. 

Of the 50,697 births in these towns, 3341, or 6°6 per cent., were 
illegitimate. This rate of illegitimacy is the same as it was in these towns 
in the previous year, and is, as usual, higher than the rate for the whole 
country. The rate of illegitimacy was highest in Dundee, where it was 8-7 
per cent., and lowest in Leith, where it was 4°2 per cent; in Aberdeen it 
was 8°3, in Edinburgh 7:4, in Perth 6°6, in Glasgow 6:2, in Paisley 4°9, 
and in Greenock 4:5. 

The estimated number of possible mothers of illegitimate children, 1.e. 
the estimated number of unmarried women and widows between 15 and 49, 
is shown in Table VIII. The relation of illegitimate births to those 
numbers is found to be highest in Aberdeen, where for each hundred such 
possible unmarried mothers there were registered 1°73 illegitimate births, 
and least in Paisley, where for each hundred possible unmarried mothers 
there were 0°91 illegitimate births registered. The corresponding figures 
for the other towns were :—Dundee, 1°45; Glasgow, 1°37; Greenock, 1-02 ; 
Edinburgh, 1°00; Leith, 1:00; and in Perth, 0°94. 

Of the 50,697 births, 25,661 were of males and 25,036 of females. 
There were thus 102°5 boys born to each 100 girls. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The deaths of 30,863 persons were registered in these towns during 
the year, which is equivalent to a death-rate of 18-1 per thousand of the

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population as estimated for the middle of the year. Of these deaths, 15,586 
were of males, and 15,277 of females. This is the lowest death-rate 
recorded for these towns since these Reports were started. The previous 
lowest on record was in 1894 and 1896, when the rate was 18°9 per 
thousand. Previous to 1876 the death-rate of these towns was each year 
over 25; since 1876 it has been twenty-two times between 20 and 25, once 
over 25, and five times under 20. ‘The death-rates of the five healthiest 
recorded years were 18:1 in 1903, 18:9 in 1894 and 1896, 19:0 in 1902, 
and 19°9 in 1888. 

The highest death-rate is recorded in Glasgow, where it was 19:2 per 
thousand, and the lowest in Leith, where it was 16°2. In Greenock it was 
18-9; in Dundee, 18:1; in Paisley, 17°3; in Aberdeen, 17:0; in Edinburgh, 
16°9; and in Perth, 16:7. 

When the death-rates of this year are compared with those of 
the previous year it is found that an increased mortality occurred in 
one town, Leith, and a decreased mortality in the remaining seven,

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namely Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Greenock, and 
Perth. Compared to the mean annual mortality of the previous ten years, 
each of these towns shows a diminished death-rate, the diminution being 
most marked in Perth, Dundee, and Paisley. 

The juvenile deaths, i.e. the mortality of children under five per 
thousand children under five living, in these eight towns is shown in Table 
X. The total number of children of less than five living in these towns is 
estimated to have been 196,349 in the middle of the year, the number of 
deaths of children under five registered during the year was 10,937, which 
is equivalent to a juvenile mortality of 55:7 per thousand. ‘This rate is 
slightly higher than in the previous year, when it was 54 per thousand. 
The rate was highest in Glasgow, where it was 62°7, and lowest in Perth, 
where it was 38°0. In Greenock it was 54; in Paisley, 52°9; in Dundee, 
51:2; in Leith, 49°38; in Aberdeen, 48:9; and in Edinburgh, 47:1. In 
Dundee, Paisley, Greenock, and Perth this rate shows a reduction as 
compared to that of the previous year, while in Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Aberdeen, and Leith it shows an increase. The proportion of deaths under 
five years old to the total deaths at all ages for these eight towns combined 
is 35°4, which is 2°7 more than it was in the previous year, when it was 
32-7. This proportion was greatest in Glasgow and Leith, ‘and least in 
Perth and Edinburgh. 

The number of deaths of children under one year is shown in Table XA. 
It amounted to 6966, which is equivalent to an annual infantile mortality 
of 137 per thousand live births. This infantile mortality was greatest in 
Greenock, 144; Glasgow, 143; and Dundee, 142; and was least in Perth, 
99. In Leith it was 1388; in Aberdeen, 136; in Paisley, 181; and in 
Hdinburgh, 121. The combined deaths under one year amount to 22°6 
per cent. of the total deaths in these towns. 

Table XI. shows the number of deaths caused in each of these eight 
towns by certain diseases and groups of diseases, Table XII. the proportion 
of deaths from the various causes per 100,000 of the population, and Table 
XITa. the proportion of such deaths per 10,000 of the total deaths. 

The principal epidemic diseases in these towns caused 148 deaths per 
100,000 of the population, and this amounts to 815 deaths out of each

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10,000 deaths registered. The absolute number of deaths from these 
epidemic diseases was 2494. Compared to the previous year the absolute 
number is found to be 50 less, the rate per 100,000 of the population to be 
5 less, and the proportion per 10,000 total deaths to be 9 more. Per 100,000 
of the population the rate of mortality from these diseases is found to be 
highest in Glasgow, 182, and Greenock, 167; and least in Perth, 72, and 
Dundee, 74. In Paisley it was 1538, in Edinburgh it was 131, in Aberdeen 
129, and in Leith 87. These infective diseases accounted for the largest 
proportion per 10,000 deaths in Glasgow, 949; Paisley, 886; and Greenock, 
883; and least in Dundee, 408, and Perth, 431. In Edinburgh per 10,000 
deaths 775 were due to these diseases, in Aberdeen 758, and in Leith 539. 

Of these epidemic diseases Hooping-cough was the most fatal; deaths 
resulting from it amounted to 971, which is 110 more than in the previous 
year, and equivalent to a mortality of 58 per 100,000 of the population, 
and accounted for 318 out of every 10,000 deaths. The mortality from 
Hooping-cough was highest in Greenock and Glasgow, and lowest in 
Perth. 

Next to Hooping-cough, Measles was the most fatal of these infectious 
diseases. To it 615 deaths are ascribed, which is 12 more than in the

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previous year, is equivalent to a mortality of 36 per 100,000, and to 201 
per 10,000 of the total deaths. The death-rate from Measles was highest 
in Aberdeen and Glasgow. There were no deaths from it in Perth, and 
only 1 in Greenock. 

Scarlet Fever caused 194 deaths, which is 57 less than in the previous 
year. The heaviest mortality due to it was in Paisley, where it was 44 per 
100,000 of the population. 

Diphtheria caused 222 deaths, which is 10 fewer than in the previous 
year. It was relatively most fatal in Perth. 

Influenza accounted for 207 deaths, which is 187 fewer than in the 
previous year. It was relatively most fatal in Paisley and least so in 
Dundee. 

Fevers accounted for 258 deaths, which is 49 more than during the 
previous year, the increase being due to an increased number of deaths 
from Enteric. Enteric Fever was relatively most fatal in Greenock, and 
least so in Aberdeen. There were 7 deaths from Typhus, as against 11 
during the previous year; of them 6 were in Glasgow and 1 in Greenock.

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Diarrhceas caused 593 deaths, which is 115 more than in the previous 
year. ‘These illnesses were relatively most fatal in Paisley and Dundee, and 
least so in Edinburgh and Perth. 

Pneumonia caused 2781 deaths during the year, which is 585 fewer 
than in the previous year. To it 910 per 10,000 of the total deaths in 
these towns were due, and by it the death of 165 per 100,000 of the 
population of these towns was caused. Deaths caused by it per 100,000 
were 199 in Glasgow, 167 in Leith, 164 in Greenock, 163 in Dundee, and 
fewer than 130 in the remaining towns. 

Tuberculous diseases were the cause of death in 4149 instances, 
Phthisis being accountable for 2748, and other tuberculous diseases for 
1401. The deaths from Phthisis are 22 fewer than in the previous year, 
those from other tuberculous diseases are 45 more than in that year. 
Tuberculous diseases in these towns caused 246 deaths per 100,000 of the 
population, which is a slightly lower rate than that of the previous year. 
The similar rate for Phthisis was 163, which is 4 fewer than in the previous 
year. The relative mortality from all tuberculous diseases was highest in 
Perth, 290, and lowest in Paisley, 205. In Dundee it was 262; in Leith, 
259; in Glasgow, 254; in Greenock, 251; in Edinburgh, 233; and in

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Aberdeen, 217. Phthisis was relatively most fatal in Perth, 204, and least 
so in Paisley, 180. In Glasgow and Dundee this rate was 170; in Leith 
and Greenock, 167; in EdinbutWh, 152; and in Aberdeen, 149. Compared 
to the previous year the mortality from all tuberculous diseases is found to 
have been more in Perth, Leith, and Aberdeen, and to have been less in 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Paisley, and Greenock. 

Malignant disease accounted for 1472 deaths in these towns, which is 
equivalent to an annual mortality of 87 per 100,000 of the population, and 
is 51 fewer than in the previous year. It was relatively most fatal in 
‘ Edinburgh. 

To Old Age 1092 deaths are attributed, which is 52 fewer than in the 
previous year. Deaths of 102 persons over 90 were registered during the 
year; of them 25 were males and 77 females. One female was aged 103, 
another 101, and another 100. 

Deaths from Violence numbered 1251, which is equivalent to a 
mortality of 74 per 100,000, and is 69 fewer than in the previous year. 
Of those deaths 7 were homicidal, 80 suicidal, and 1164 accidental. Of 
the 80 suicides, hanging and cut-throat were the means adopted each in 
27 instances, drowning in 10 instances, shooting in 8, precipitation in 3, 
poisoning in 2, and coal-gas poiséning, railway train, and suffocation in 1 
case each. Of the accidental deaths 181 are ascribed to burning, 128 to 
drowning, 156 to suffocation, of which 69 were cases of overlaying, 55 to 
vehicles and horses, and 50 to poisons or poisonous vapours. 

There were no deaths by execution. 


MARRIAGES IN THESE TOWNS. 


The number of marriages and the marriage-rates are shown in Table 
VII. The total number of such marriages was 15,074, which is equivalent 
to an annual rate of 8-9 per thousand of the population, and is 55 fewer 
than the number for the previous year. The marriage-rate was greatest 
in Edinburgh, 9°3, and least in Leith, 7°0. In Glasgow it was 9-2, in 
Aberdeen 9:1, in Perth 8°8, in Dundee 8'4, in Greenock 7°8, and in 
Paisley 7°5. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The remarks made in this section on the weather of the year are based 
on notes made by Dr. Buchan, under the Council of the Scottish 
Meteorological Society, and which appeared in the Registrar-General’s 
Monthly Reports. 

The year 1903 was characterised by a subnormal mean temperature, 
and by a very excessive rainfall. The average of the mean annual 
temperature of the last twenty years is 46:2, the mean temperature of 1903 
was 45°9. The average rainfall of the last twenty years is 39 inches, the 
rainfall of 1903 amounted to 51°5 inches. During the last twenty years 
there have been five years with excessive rainfalls, but in no other has 
there been excessive rain combined with a low mean temperature. Of 
the previous wet years, two had a mortality less than the average, one a 
mortality of average amount, and one of more than the average. In 1903, 
with its very excessive rainfall, the mortality has been considerably less 
than the average. It would thus appear that recent experience tends to 
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show that an excessive rainfall is not of necessity an unfavourable weather 
condition, and does not necessarily mean a large mortality. 

A comparison of 1903 with 1902 shows that the chief difference from 
the weather point of view was the rainfall, the mean annual temperature 
being in these two years not very different. A comparison of the health 
conditions of these two years, as indicated by the mortality in the principal 
towns, shows that in the wet year 1903 the health conditions were not

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adversely affected, and, in fact, the converse appears to be the case. In 
the principal towns the total deaths were fewer, deaths from infectious 
disease were fewer, deaths from pneumonia were fewer, deaths from other 
diseases of the respiratory organs were fewer, and so were deaths from old 
age; deaths from phthisis and other tuberculous diseases were only very 
slightly more numerous, but not sufficiently so to raise the mortality 
from these diseases per thousand. Diarrhoeas and the deaths of children 
under one year both show an increased mortality, the mortality due to the 
former having risen from 29 per 100,000 to 35, and that of children under 
one year from 129 per 1000 births to 137. 

January was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little below 
the average, with a slightly high monthly range; a mean temperature about 
a degree below the average, with a mean daily range also below the average; 
a rather low mean humidity; a mean rainfall greatly above the average, 
and falling on 3 days more than the average number; a 3 days’ 
excess of Hasterly winds. Compared to the previous January, this month 
had a lower mean temperature and a much greater rainfall, the total 
deaths numbered nearly 300 more, this increased number being due to a 
greater mortality from diseases of the respiratory organs, hooping-cough, 
and the deaths of premature children. 

February was characterised by a mean barometric pressure somewhat 
below the average, with a very high monthly range; an exceedingly high 
mean temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; alow humidity ; 
a mean rainfall nearly twice the average, and falling on 3 days more than 
the average number; a remarkable deficiency of winds from N. and H. 
Compared to the previous February the month had a much higher mean 
temperature, and a very much greater rainfall. The total deaths were 603

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fewer, that being to a large extent due to a lesser mortality from diseases 
of the organs of respiration. 

March was characterised by an exceedingly low mean barometric 
pressure, with a monthly range about the average; a somewhat high mean 
temperature, with a slightly high mean daily range; an average humidity ; 
a mean rainfall more than twice the average, and falling on 12 days more 
than the average number; a remarkable excess of strong winds from S. 
and 8.W. Compared to the previous March the month had a very similar 
temperature and a much heavier rainfall. The deaths were 414 fewer, the 


_ difference being to a large extent due to fewer deaths from diseases of the 
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organs of respiration. 

April was characterised by a somewhat low mean barometric pressure, 
with a rather low monthly range; a very low mean temperature, with a 
mean daily range about the average: a low mean humidity; a mean rain- 
fall below the average, but falling on 2 days more than the average number; 
a considerable excess of winds of about average force from N.W. and N. 
Compared to April of the previous year this month had a lower mean 
temperature and a similar rainfall. Deaths were 576 fewer, the difference 
being largely due to fewer deaths from diseases of the organs of respiration 
and phthisis. 

May was characterised by a somewhat low mean barometric pressure, 
with a slightly high monthly range; a mean temperature slightly below 
the average, with an average mean daily range; a mean humidity a little 
above the average; a mean rainfall slightly below the average, and falling 
on the average number of days; a considerable excess of winds of moderate 
force from N.H. and E. Compared to the previous May this month was 
2°8 degrees warmer, and had 0°3 inch less rain. There were 238 fewer

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deaths ; the deaths from diseases of the respiratory organs, those from 
diarrhoeas, and those from old age were each fewer. ; 

June was characterised by an exceedingly high mean barometric 
pressure, with an extremely low monthly range; a rather low mean 
temperature, with a mean daily range about equal to the average; an 
average mean humidity; a somewhat low mean rainfall, falling on 1 day 
less than the average number; a remarkable excess of winds of about 
average force from between N. and 8.H. Compared to the previous June 
the month hada rather higher mean temperature and a slightly greater 
rainfall. The deaths were of nearly the same number as in the previous 
June. 

July was characterised by a rather low mean barometric pressure, with 
a very low monthly range; a rather low mean temperature, with a slightly 
low mean daily range; a mean humidity a little above the average; a high 
mean rainfall, falling on 3 days more than the average number; a great 
excess of winds of rather more than average force from between N. and 
S.H. Compared to the previous July this month had a slightly higher

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mean temperature and a much greater rainfall. The deaths were slightly 
below those of the previous July. 

August was characterised by an extremely low mean barometric 
pressure, with a high monthly range; a low mean temperature, with an 
average mean daily range; an average mean humidity; a very high mean 
rainfall, falling on 6 days more than the average number ; a large excess of 
winds of considerably more than average force from a Westerly quarter. 
Compared to the previous August this month had very nearly the same 
mean temperature, but had a rainfall of nearly double the amount. The 
total deaths were 190 more, this being partly due to a greater mortality 
from phthisis, from diarrhceas, and to the deaths of premature children. 

September was characterised by a rather high mean _ barometric 
pressure, with a slightly low monthly range; a slightly low mean tempera- 
ture, with an average mean daily range; a mean humidity fractionally 
above the average ; a slightly low mean rainfall, falling on 1 day more than 
the average number; a very large excess of winds of average force from a 
South-easterly quarter. Compared to the previous September the month 
had a slightly lower mean temperature and a greater rainfall. The deaths 
were more numerous—an increase of 140—-the increase being partly due to 
an increased number of deaths from diarrhceas. 

October was characterised by an abnormally low mean barometric 
pressure, with a rathér low monthly range; a slightly high mean tempera- 
ture, with a slightly low mean daily range; a mean humidity about the 
average; an abnormally high mean rainfall, falling on 10 days more than 
the average number; a very large excess of winds of average force from a 
Southerly quarter. Compared to the October of the previous year this 
month had very nearly the same mean temperature, but the rainfall was 
very much greater. The deaths were 83 fewer, and those of the organs of 
respiration much fewer, than in the previous year. Deaths from phthisis 
were, however, rather more. 

November was characterised by a somewhat high mean barometric 
pressure, with a rather low monthly range; a slightly high mean tempera- 
ture, with a slightly high mean daily range; a mean humidity about the 
average; a mean rainfall considerably below the average, but fallmg on 2 
days more than the average number; a large excess of winds of about 
average force from West and North-west. Compared to the previous 
November this month had a lower mean temperature and a rather smaller 
rainfall. The total deaths were 176 more than in the previous year, this 
being partly due to an increased number of deaths from phthisis and from 
diseases of the organs of respiration. 

December was characterised by a low mean barometric pressure, with 
a'slightly low monthly range; a low mean temperature, with a slightly low 
mean daily range; a somewhat low mean rainfall, but falling on 1 day more 
than the average number; a very large excess of winds of moderate force 
from a S.E. quarter. Compared to the December of the previous year this 
month had a lower mean temperature and a smaller rainfall. ‘The total 
deaths were of nearly the same number. Deaths from phthisis, measles, 
and diseases of the organs of respiration were more, but deaths from 
hooping-cough were less. 

The total monthly deaths were more numerous in the winter than in 
the summer months, as were also the deaths from diseases of the organs of 
respiration and from old age. The mortality from phthisis was greatest in

January and March, and least in July and August. Deaths from diarrhceas 
were, as usual, most numerous in the summer months. 

Among children under 5 the deaths were most numerous in January, 
November, and December, and fewest in July and August. Among 
adolescents deaths were most numerous in January, February, March, 
June, and December, and fewest in October and November. Among 
adults of from 20 to 60 deaths were most numerous in January and 
December, and fewest in August and September. Among old people 
January was the most fatal month, and August the least fatal.

The Vaccination Returns for the year ending 31st December 1902 show 
that, of the 132,860 living children whose births were registered during 
that year, 112,321 were successfully vaccinated, which is equivalent to 
84°860 per cent. of those births. Certificates of postponement were granted 
in 2858 cases, or 2°159 of the total births; 512, or 0°387 per cent., were 
certified as constitutionally insusceptible of vaccination; and 454, or 0°343

give the necessary certificates. No children were certified as being 
insusceptible from having had small-pox. 12,239 children, or 9°247 of 
the total births, died before vaccination. 3976 children were, by leaving 
the registration district or from other cause, unaccounted for, that number 
being equivalent to 3°004 of the total births. When these figures are 
compared with the averages of the previous years, it is found that the 
percentage of successful vaccinations is above the average, that of postpone- 
ment also above the average, that of insusceptibility below, from insus- 
ceptibility due to previous vaccination above, from death before vaccination 
below, and from non-registration through removal above the average. 
When the vaccinations are calculated in relationship to the number of 
children living at the time when they should have been vaccinated, the 
same comparison does not bring out a similar result, for the percentage of 
children successfully vaccinated is found to be less than the average—93°5 
as compared to 94—the difference being due to the relatively greater 
number of children living at the time when vaccination should be registered. 
Calculated after deducting from the total births the number of 
children who died before they should be vaccinated, it is found that the 
percentage of successful vaccinations was 93°507, that of postponement 
2:379, that of insusceptibility 0°426, that of having been previously 
vaccinated 0°378, and that for removal from the registration district 3-010. 
Deaths from small-pox in the eight principal towns in Scotland during 
1903 numbered 27, which is 17 fewer than in 1902, 8 more than the annual 
average of the decade 1885 to 1894, 17 more than the average of the decade
